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Israel first test 
for Cyrus Vance 


JE R U S A LE M <AP> - U.S. Secretary 
of State Cyrus R Vance pledged an en­ 
during U.S. commitment to Israel’s 
survival and security today as he began a 
six-nation Middle East mission to try to 
set up new peace talks with the Arabs. 
Greeting Vance at the Ben Gurion In­ 
ternational 
Airport. 
Israeli 
Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon proclaimed his own 
determination to reach a settlement. 
Allon declared: 
“ It’s high time the 
political momentum should be revived.” 
Israel “ is not for stagnation — on the 
contrary we are for movement toward 
peace.’’ Allon said 
The stop in Israel is the first on the tour 
in which Vance will be mostly preoc­ 
cupied with the Palestinian question. In 
talks with Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
and other Israeli leaders on Wednesday 
he intends to explore terms for Israel's 
dropping its firm resistance to participa­ 
tion 
by 
the 
P alestin e 
Liberation 
Organization in the negotiations. 
He also intends to promote an arms 
reduction in the region and to encourage 
a resumption of the Geneva peace con­ 
ference before the end of the year 


The one-week trip also will take Vance 
to Egypt. Lebanon briefly, Jordan, Saudi 
Arabia and Syria 
As he left Washington lale Monday. 
Vance said he did not underestimate the

difficulty of trying to bridge 30 years of 
hostiliity between Israel and its Arab 
neighbors 
But. he said, the Carter administration 
is determined to achieve “ a just and 
lasting peace" in the region. 
While in the Middle East. Vance hopes 
to promote arms reduction as well as to 
encourage a return to peace talks in 
Geneva

He said a note found in Cowan's apart­ 
ment “ said in essence nothing is lower 
than blacks and Jewish people, except 
the police who protect them." 
Cowan was an active member of a m ili­ 
tant right-wing national organization but 
declined to identify it because the violent 
incident 
is still under investigation. 
Hagerty said However, he did say the 
group was not the American Nazi party. 
He said Cowan's outburst at the mov­ 


ing company warehouse where he had 
been suspended for two weeks came as

Police 
“ can’t control that type of behavior

Investigators said they found a small

three hand grenades, one machete and 
eight bayonets. 
Ammunition found in the room includ­ 
ed 13 boxes of Mauser shells, shotgun 
shells and a variety of gunpowder, car­ 
tridges and casings, Hegerty said 
When Cowan entered the moving com­ 
pany offices Monday morning, he was 
loking for Norman Bing, the supervisor 
who had suspended him for refusing to 
move a refrigerator 


Vance intends to find out the depth of 
the Arabs’ commitment to creating a 
Palestinian state and whether they think 
the Palestine Liberation Organization is 
prepared to accept Israel s existence. 
He has no meetings planned during the 
trip with Palestinian representatives, 
U.S. officials said. 


In Israel, his first stop, Vance will pro­ 
be for a softening in the so far ironclad 
objection to PLO participation in peace 
talks 


Vance will also register U.S. objections 
to Israeli oil exploration in the Gulf of 
Suez. State Department officials said 
Monday that under international law, 
Israel has no right to begin a new project 
in occupied Egyptian territory. A depart­ 
ment spokesman said the venture was 
“ not helpful" to peace negotiations. 
Other U.S. officials said, however, that it 
would 
not 
interfere 
with 
Vance's 
mission. 


Vance, in an interview last week with 
Israeli correspondents that was released 
at the start of his trip. said. “ I am not go­ 
ing to engage in shuttle diplomacy at this 
tim e." 


“ What I am trying to do is to ascertain 
as clearly as I can what the views of the 
key leaders are so that I can return to the 
United States and report to the Presi­ 
dent. We can then develop our views as to 
how we can be most useful in trying to 
promote peace in the Middle East." 


Other U.S. officials said the question of 
Palestinian participation in peace talks, 
insoluble until now, is one of Vance's 
overriding concerns. The administration 
supports Israel’s right to exclude the 
PLO from negotiations, but if the Palesti­ 
nian 
National 
Council 
revises 
its 
covenant next month, that would open 
new possibilities, the U.S. officials said 


The PLO charter now calls for destruc­ 
tion of the Jewish state 


Vance, in the interview, said PLO par­ 
ticipation in peace talks “ would be out of 
the question" so long as the PLO is un­ 
w illing to accept the "fram ew ork" of 
U n ite d 
N a tio n s 
re so lu tio n s 
that 
recognize Israel’s sovereignty and call 
for a peaceful settlement. He said he will 
ask both the Israelis and the Arabs to 
reduce their arm s purchases

The school building was closed briefly 
Friday and all day Monday because of 
gasoline fumes that entered the building 
through the sewer system The fumes 
came from an abandoned submerged 
gasoline tank at Main and Prospect 
The decision to reopen the school 
Tuesday came after several tests were 
made by officials using a special gasoline 
“ sniffer" borrowed Monday by the city 
from the Kansas City fire department 
The device is used to detect and measure 


the intensity of gasoline fumes in the air 
A sim ilar sniffer was used this week­ 
end by the Missouri Public Service Co to 
conduct sim ilar tests. The city also has 
arranged to purchase a sniffer for its own 
use at a cost of slightly over $200 The 
device will be able to detect any type of 
explosive gas, it was explained 
Officials are continuing to check the 
Mark Twain school building twice daily 
to determine if the problem is recurring 
A second gas fume problem was re­ 
ported to the fire department Monday by 
Gary Deuel, owner and operator of Scot- 
ten's Book Store 
This problem was 
thought to have stemmed from a sub­ 
merged gasoline tank at Dick's 66 Ser­ 


vice Station, 121 East Broadway. This 
tank 
was 
uncovered, 
drained 
and 
pressure-tested in the fall of 1975, when 
the problem first occurred Fire Chief 
Willas Jabas said Tuesday this par 
ticular problem 
is a recurring one 
because of weather conditions. 


Problems with underground gasoline 
tanks and fumes usually occur following 
a rainfall or a melting of snow, such as 
been a happening locally in recent days

Colder-than-normal 
winter 
weather 
has been the major obstacle to the hous­ 
ing rehabilitation program being con­ 
ducted in Sedalia under the community 
development block grant program and 
the Missouri Valley Human Resource 
Development Corporation ( MVHRDC). 
Giving the status report on the pro­ 
gram Monday night at the Community 
Center was block grant director Tom 
Delph and Jodie Heck, M VH RD C general 
foreman for housing. 
Delph said 11 homes have been com­ 
pleted under the rehabilitation program 
to date since it first started Oct 1.1975. 
Delph said he hoped to have around 40 
houses completed by this October. 


He ‘old the 14 persons present that 
warmer weather should speed up the re­ 
habilitation work 
Under the program, $100,000 in federal 
community 
development 
funds 
was 
made available to the city for the current 
fiscal year The money is being used to 
help low-income persons in two impact 
areas of the city to refurbish their homes. 
The larger area is located on the city’s 
north side, while a much sm aller area is 
located in the south-central part of town 
The work is directed at repairing 
dilapidated electrical wiring, plumbing, 
heating, roofing and foundations in that 
order of priority, Delph said 
He said a total of 166 applications for 


the rehabilitation program have been 
received by his office, with 43 of them 
coming in this year 
The community development program 
is also “ winterizing" certain houses in 
the impact area. Delph said He said nine 
such houses have been completed while 
under another funding program, another 
four have been finished The winterizing 
consists of such work as installing insula­ 
tion and caulking, he said 
The city was also granted $20,000 in in­ 
terim assistance funds, which have been 
used for clearing unsightly lots in the im ­ 
pact areas. Delph said 20 lots have been 
cleared 
and 
authorization 
has been 
received to clear another 61 lots 


And, Delph said, sewage lines have 
been installed in a total of 14 city blocks 
in the impact areas, giving access to 37 
more homes And finally. 19 homes have 
been torn down under the grant's con­ 
demnation program 
Delph and Heck both agreed that the 
various programs have been a “ learning 
by doing" process and they announced a 
number of areas w here this learning has 
helped 


Thus, additional 
requirements and 
regulations have been instituted to en­ 
sure that the program is not abused, 
Delph said The rehabilitation program 
is designed for persons who live in the 
impact area, own thetr own homes, and 


live in them as well, he said They must 
also satisfy 
certain 
low-income 
re­ 
quirements 
But 
these 
requirements 
were in some cases being abused, he 
said One person, for example, applied 
for assistance although he owned a farm 
, outside the city 
Delph said that under the new policy a 
misrepresentation of facts on a person’s 
application automatically makes him in­ 
eligible for assistance And, if the work 
has already been done and the facts on 
the application are later found to be 
false, the costs of labor and m aterials 
must be reimbursed, he said 
Some of the persons at the meeting. 12 
of whom were from various social ser* 


vice agencies, also had announcements 
for the coming year

PSC bills 
jam halls 
at cap ital 


JE F F E R S O N CITY, Mo (AP) - It 
was standing room only today in a Senate 
committee room where a hearing was 
held on a package of five bills affecting 
the way the Public Service Commission 
regulates utilities. 


Between 60 and 80 persons jammed in­ 
to the room with an overflow crowd forc­ 
ed to stand in the corridor as sponsor 
Sen. Harry Wiggins, D-Kansas City, 
presented the bills to the Committee on 
State Departments. 
“ I’m convinced with all my mind that 
we do not have a piece of legislation here 
that is anti-utility," Wiggins said. “ They 
are all pro-public, and whatever is pro­ 
public is not necessarily anti-utility." 
The five bills would prohibit the PSC 
from granting a rate increase in excess 
of that requested by a utility, prohibit the 
granting of an emergency or interim rate 
increase without a full public hearing, re­ 
quire that all commission files and 
meetings be open to the press and public, 
and require the commission to hold rate 
increase public hearings in the service 
area of the company requesting the 
increase.

P. 
Teasdale. 
who 
campaigned on an anti-utility theme, 
spoke with those in the corridor, most of 
whom were members of a group called 
LER N , Lower Electric Rates Now. 


One of the early witnesses testifying in 
favor of the bill was Alberta Slavin of St. 
Louis, who was an unsuccessful can­ 
didate for the Democratic lieutenant 
governor nomination 
She told the committee it should 
broaden one of the bills to the extent that 
not only public hearings should be held in 
the utility’s service area, but the entire 
rate increase case should be held in the 
area rather than in Jefferson City where 
the PSC is headquartered

The units were manufac­ 
tured by BRK Electronics of Aurora, 111., 
between March of 1974 and September of 
1975. Galloway said. 
Less than 4,000 possibly defective units 
are involved, Galloway said, in some 
100,000 units sold nationwide by Sears. 
No battery-powered detectors are in­ 
volved, he said. 
i The 
110-volt 
AC-powered detectors 
bearing the stock numbers above are be­ 
ing recalled. Stock numbers 57047 and 
57048 are equipped with a line cord to be 
plugged into an AC outlet. Number 57049 
is designed to be mounted directly on a 
ceiling outlet box and permanently con­ 
nected to the AC supply, Galloway said 
It is not known how many of the units 
involved may have been sold through the 
Sedalia store, according to a spokesman 
there. However, homeowners with AC- 
powered Sears smoke-fire detectors are 
urged to check the stock number on the 
unit. 
Removal of the unit cover and ex­ 
amination of the side of the plastic base 
affixed directly to the wall or ceiling will 
reveal a label with the model number on 
it, Galloway said. Electrical power to the 
unit must be turned off at the fuse box or

The committee took no action on the 
proposed constitutional amendment, but 
Rep.

The attorney general’s office 
held earlier that the lottery law applies to 
such sweepstakes. 
Youngdahl said he is irritated when he 
sees advertising for the sweepstakes in 
Missouri while the state’s residents can­ 
not legally collect prizes.

Earthquake 
m easurem ent 
system revised 


PASADENA. Calif, (AP) - The 40- 
year-old Richter Scale that is used as a 
measurement of ground motion in. an 
earthquake has been revised, changing 
the 
ra tin g s 
of 
previous 
great 
earthquakes. 


For example, the 1960 quake in Chile 
released 62 times as much energy as 
formerly believed The San Francisco 
earthquake of 1906 has been scaled 
downward. 


Modification of the Richter Scale was 
announced Monday and. for the first 
time, a few quakes now register above 9 
on the scale. 


At the same time, scientists and 
engineers meeting at the California In­ 
stitute of Technology struck an op­ 
timistic note about the effects of the 
so-called "great quakes." 
“ These great seismic events are not 
uniformly associated with catastrophic 
damage,” said Dr 
Paul C. Jennings. 
Caltech professor of applied mechanics. 
The revision came because of new in­ 
struments and theories that more ac­ 
curately 
record and explain energy- 
released by the so-called great quakes. 
The new rating scale for large quakes 
announced by Dr. 
Hiroo Kanamori, 
Caltech geophysics professor, revises the 
Alaska quake of 1964 from 8 4 to 9.2 and 
the 1960 Chilean quake from 8.3 to 9.5. 
Previously, no quake had been given a 
magnitude greater than 8.9 on the scale 
devised by Dr. Charles Richter in 1935. 
The new rating system does not replace 
the Richter Scale, but it changes how the 
higher magnitudes are computed. 
The Richter Scale is a measure of 
ground 
motion 
as 
recorded 
on 
seismographs. Every increase of one 
number means a tenfold increase in 
magnitude. Thus a reading of 7.5 reflects 
a quake 10 times stronger than one of 6.5. 
Under the new system, the 1906 San 
Francisco quake — previously estimated 
at 8.3 — was actually less powerful and 
has been assigned a magnitude of 7,9.

said 
the 
magnitude, 
although showing the intensity of ground 
shaking, doesn’t say much about a 
quake’s destructiveness. 
There have been fewer large quakes in 
recent years, but many more deaths, in­ 
dicating that such factors as building 
construction, 
location

areas, depth of the quake, and size of the 
quake fault zone are what really count, 
he said.

Afghanis tani pizzazz

NEW YORK (NEA) - A 
bleed ing u lcer, that's what 
Brian Grood got from his last 
enterprise. 
“ I land ed in the hospital in 
1974 becau se I ’m very intense 
abou t what I do and I was 
working 24 hou rs a d ay on a 
national photographic exhibi­ 
tion project, he says. 
Seven d ays after he got ou t, 
a friend said , come with me to 
Afghanistan 
And Grood , a short, d arkly- 
beard ed you ng man who knots 
his long hair in the back, 
replied , “ I do need something 
to change my life arou nd 
d rastically.” 
Ir. 
Afghanistan's 
ancient 
capital, Kabu l, he fou nd that 
something, which tu rned ou t 
to be Bu zkashi (pronou nced 
BOOZ-ka-she), 
“ The 
trad i­ 
tional Asian sport played on 
horseback on a large field " 
Actu ally it wasn’t the sport 
itself bu t the socks the players 
wear to keep warm which 
Grood saw being sold in the 
streets. Uniqu ely d esigned — 
never two alike — varying col­ 
ors. Grood and his friend 
looked at each other and d e­ 
cid ed to enter the sock import 
bu siness 
They went from village to 
village bu ying socks and last 
October, opened a store called 
Bu zkashi in Manhattan’s East 
50s. 
lining 
its 
walls 
with 
perhaps 15,000 pairs 
Selling for $12 a pair, the 
knee high and over socks 
began to intrigu e passersby 
and those across the cou ntry 
who saw Grood ’s ads in The 


New Yorker and And y War­ 
hol’s Interview magazines. 
Heartened , Grood retu rned 
to Kabu l to open a "knittery” 
for the prod u ction of slipper 
socks — heavier, more expen­ 
sive at $30 a pair and , he says, 
“ the greatest after-ski slip­ 
per ” 
“ We 
rented 
a 
20-room 
d efu nct hotel, cleaned it up 
and su pplied it with carpets 
and cu shions. Then we hired a 
chef and perhaps 100 women 
who come every d ay to knit 
ou r slipper socks. At 12:30 or 
1:00, they come d ownstairs 
and have a d eliciou s meal 
prepared for them and they 


have hot and cold tea all d ay ” 
And while the women work, 
their child ren play in the 
cou rtyard . “ We brou ght a 
Frisbee over once and they 
love it.” 
Grood is concerned , you see. 
lest anyone accu se him of ex­ 
ploiting 
the 
labor 
in 
this 
primitive. Third World cou n­ 
try where 85 per cent of the 
18.000,000 popu lation is peas­ 
ant and lives ou tsid e the cities. 
It takes three d ays for a 
knitter to prod u ce a pair of 
slipper socks, and for her ef­ 
forts, she receives “ thirty 
d ollars a month with meals. 
Bu t,” he continu es, “ these are

She can speed throu gh a lit­ 
tle bear in fou r hou rs A good 
job takes a little longer, bu t 
her bears last u p to ‘20 years. 


Her bears have gone far 
One was given to a 26-year-old

One woman told Mrs King.

Mrs King beams with su ch 
accolades Stories abou t her 
work have gotten arou nd , and 
she’s besieged by requ ests for 
bears and patterns.

large “ Their geometric d e­ 
signs come from carpets and 
other 
embroid ered 
pieces 
they've done for centu ries.” 
They have, he says, no par­ 
ticu lar religiou s or symbolic

Bu t the colors which can 
nu mber ten to a pair are very- 
mu ch d epend ent on one thing: 
the sweater the knitter is 
working w ith Yes, sweater. 
“ Every one of these socks is 
a sweater that was made in 
Eu rope or here and was sold to 
importers in Afghanistan.” he 
explains. “ A woman will bu y 
one to wear and one to u nravel 
and knit into socks.” 
She u ses five or six spike- 
like needles and first, “ she

The 
elections 
commission, 
which was created by the 
campaign law enacted two 
years ago. is not necessary, 
Holt said. 
But Secretary 
of State 
James C Kirkpatrick said he 
favored keeping the commis 
sion which is responsible for 
maintaining candidate cam­ 
paign spending records. 
The committee 
heard 
testimony on three bills that 
would 
revamp the 
state’s 
campaign law. One of the 


bills’ sponsors, Vic Downing, 
D-Bragg City, said he thinks 
the people of the state want to 
know where a candidate’s 
money is coming from, how 
much money he sent, and 
where he was making his 
money. 
The other two bills, co­ 
sponsored by Holt and com­ 
mittee 
chairman 
Michael 
Burke. D-Overland, are al­ 
most identical to Downing’s 
except that they split can­ 
didate 
expenditures 
and 
economic disclosures 
into 
separate legislation. 
Holt said the new campaign 
law should repeal existing 
laws that are in conflict with 
the 
constitution. 
He 
also 
favors abolishing anonymous 
contributions. 
Elections Commission 
member 
Frank 
Nutt sug­ 
gested that some changes be 


made regarding political ac­ 
tion committees to make the 
law more effective. 
Kirkpatrick 
said 
the 
greatest need was to simplify 
the law. 
“ Anyone 
who 
receives and spends money 
ought to report it before the 
election,” he said, 
In other committee action, 
the Senate Insurance Commit­ 
tee heard nearly three hours 
of testimony Monday night in 
favor of a bill that would ex­ 
pand what the state considers 
unfair and deceptive practices 
in the insurance business and 
empower the state director of 
insurance to enforce the act. 
The hearing ran so long that 
Sen. Truman Wilson, commiC 
tee chairman, asked opposi­ 
tion witnesses to return next 
week to be heard, and only 
those in favor of the bill spoke 
Monday. 


The 
proposed 
legislation 
prohibits so-called 
"redlin­ 
ing.” which occurs when an in­ 
surer refuses to write in­ 
surance for persons and pro­

unfair rating practices, unfair 
termination practices and un­ 
fair claim practices. Credit in­ 
surance would be regulated by 
the division of insurance if the 
measure was enacted. 


Rules and regulations to 
identify violations of the un­ 
fair insurance practices would 
be devised by the state in­ 
surance director under provi­ 
sions of the bill.

Safety board points out 
unsafe bridge problems 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Three Iowa 
children were killed when a school bus 
crashed through a bridge guardrail last 
August. 
Despite 
the guardrail’s 
deficiency, state highway workers used 
the same type rail as a replacement, 
federal safety officials say. 


The National Transportation Safety 
Board feels the incident underscores a 
growing nationwide 
problem 
with 
deteriorating and unsafe bridges. 


The board, in a report released Tuesday, 
said the guardrail on a bridge near Neola, 
Iowa, was deficient and "would not offer 
an appropriate level of protection even to 
automobiles” 


The 
report 
criticized the 
Iowa 
Department of Transportation for not us­ 
ing a stronger rail as a replacement 
While the problem of unsafe bridges con­ 
fronts federal, state and local highway of­ 
ficials. funds to repair the bridges are 
limited 


The Department of Transportation has 
classified 
34,600 
bridges on 
federal 


highways as 
deficient, 
and says 
replacements would cost $10 billion. 
Thousands of bridges on local roads are in 
the same class. 
Sen. John C. Culver. D-Iowa, in a Senate 
speech on the problem last week, called 
the situation "critical.” 
"Many of these bridges are simply un­ 
safe and should be repaired or replaced 
immediately, but it is becoming obvious 
that demands far outstrip the available 
financial resources,” Culver said. 
He said $180 million is authorized an­ 
nually through 1978 for work on structural­ 
ly deficient or obsolete bridges on federal 
highways. 
He and several other senators have in­ 
troduced a bill that would Increase the an­ 
nual amount to $600 million, with 15 per 
cent of the funds allocated to each state to 
be used on bridges under county control. 
In the Iowa case, the driver and 29 other 
children also were injured when the school 
bus crashed through the rail and over a 
concrete parapet last Aug. 6. The bus land­ 
ed on its roof on an embankment 15 feet 
below the bridge

Gourley said the substitu­ 
tions to the list of 218 drugs 
would result in a savings of 
about $2 million a year for the 
state. That money would then 
be available to expand the list

The substitution of generic 


for name brand drugs will be 
made by June 1. Gourley 
predicted, and the drug list ex­ 
panded shortly afterw ards.

Metreveli and his two female 
Soviet teammates appeared to 
stiffen. 
Although all speak fluent 
English, 
none had an 
im ­ 
mediate response. It had to 
come from an American in the 
room — John Korff. youthful 
vice president and general 


m anager of the new est fran­ 
chise in the revolutionary con­ 
cept known as W o rld Team 
Tennis. 
"W e are avoiding political 


sym bols,” Korff s a id coldly. 
"This is a sports enterprise. 
The sta r is sufficient.” 


Korff. still in the process of 
completing a business course 
at Harvard, had the 33-year 
Metreveli and the Soviet's two 
brightest women stars — Olga 
Morozova, 26, and 
Natasha 
Chmyreva, 18 - flown to New 
York Monday to publicize one 
of the most intriguing gambles 
in sports, a Soviet franchise in 
a U.S. professional league. 


The struggling Philadelphia 
Keystones bought an entire 
S o v ie t 
tennis 
stable 
— 
Metreveli, eight times Soviet 
champion; 
Ms. 
Morozova, 
runner-up to Chris Evert in 
1974 at Wimbledon, the pro­ 
mising Miss Chmyreva plus 
three backup players - to 
play 
the 44-match season, 
s t a r t i n g 
A p r i l 
26 
in 
Indianapolis. 
The Soviets won’t even call 
Philadelphia home. They will 
be the league’s gypsies, play­ 
ing in 25 or 30 cities over the 
summer months, taking off 
only 
to compete 
at Wim­ 
bledon. 


It you think the Soviet infu­ 
sion will add a sinister note to 
the team tennis circuit, forget 
it. None of them has steel 
teeth. They don’t go around 
gorging themselves on vodka 
and caviar. Don’t look for any 
K G B secret police with dark 
overcoats and black hats to be 
stalking their every move. 


They are a fresh, pleasant 
group - outgoing, outspoken, 
with all the polish that comes 
from playing the capitals of 
the world. 


The 
leggy, 
blonde-haired 
Miss Chmyreva, hailed as a 
future Chris Evert, is in her 


second year on the interna­

Metreveli 
is a clean-cut, 
slightly-built athlete who hails 
from Tblisi, capital of the pro­ 
vince of Georgia. He is a jour­ 
nalist and broadcaster, m ar­ 
ried and the father of two 
boys. Ms. Morozova is m ar­ 
ried to an engineer. Yet tennis 
takes them away from their 
families for months at a time.

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - T h e 
amount of wheat under the 
governm ent’s 
price 
support 
loan program has continued to 
increase but not as fast as last 
fa ll, the A griculture Depart­ 
m ent says. 


As of Jan. 31, there were 
slig htly more than 264 m illion 
bushels com m itted to the loan 
program , a gain of about 19.5 
per 
cent 
from 
221 
m illion 
bushels on Dec. 31, the depart­ 
m ent said Monday. 


L ast November, after USDA 
increased the price support 
loan rate, the am ount of wheat 
in the program jum ped 80 per 
cent, from 80.4 m illio n bushels 
on Oct. 31 to 145.3 m illion a 
month later. 


Although 
the 
amount 
of 
wheat 
currently 
com m itted 
under loan is fa r greater than 
it has been in recent years, the 
levels are still short of what 
they 
were in 
many 
years 
before 1973 On Dec. 31. 1972, 
for example, fa rm ers had 305 
m illio n bushels of wheat under 
loan and three years before 
that 706 m illion. 


The reason for the lesser 
amounts in recent years has 
been that cash m arket prices 


have been m uch higher than 
the loan rate, which is the 
amount growers can borrow 
from 
L SDA by using their 
crop as collateral. 
When 
cash 
m arkets 
are 
relatively low, the trend is to 
make more use of the loan pro­ 
gram . And when prices im ­ 
prove, farm ers can redeem 
the grain by paying off the 
loans and selling it for cash. 
L ast Oct. 13, then-President 
G erald R. Ford boosted the 
wheat price support loan rate 
to $2.25 a bushel from $1.50 
previously 
in 
effect.

hand, are down substantially 
from

The corn loan rate also was

As of Jan. 31 farm ers had 
225.7 m illion bushels of corn 
under loan, up 11.5 per cent 
from 202.4 m illio n under loan 
on Dec. 31. the report showed 
Corn m arket prices last month

L ast year's wheat crop was 
a record of nearly 2.15 billion 
bushels, and the 1976 corn 
harvest was a record of 6.2 
b illion bushels. 


Co-op borrowing 


W ASHINGTON (AP) - E lec­ 
tric power cooperatives serv­ 
ed by the R ural E lectrifica tio n 
A dm inistration say they w ill 
need to borrow a total of more 
than $7 b illio n this fiscal year. 


As of Jan. 1, the co-ops had 
applied for nearly $2.9 billion 
and planned to subm it ap­ 
plications for another $4.11 
billion during the rest of the 
fiscal year which runs through 
next Sept . 30. 


The projections were based 
on surveys conducted by the 
N a tio n a l 
R ura l 
E le c tr ic 
Cooperative Association made 
among about 740 of the ap­ 
proxim ately 1,000 co-ops in the 
United States, the association 
said Monday. 
L ooking ahead to the 1978 
fiscal year which begins next 
Oct, 1, the association said
